The  sensational  British  raid  on 
France  has  been  followed  by  a 
threat  to  carry  the  war  to  Ger¬ 
many  this  year,  Attacks  have 
been  made  this  week  by  all  arms 
of  the  service,  with  newly  trained 
paratroops,  actually  staging  suc¬ 
cessful  attacks  on  a  German  post 
along  tTne  French  coast  and  a 
spectacular  RAF  raid  on  the  in¬ 
dustrial  suburbs  of  Paris.  Along 
with  the  bombs,  the  RAF  dropped 
leaflets  addressed  to  the  Paris 
population  saying  they  had  come 
to  bomb  factories  manufacturing 
arms  for  “our  common  enemy” 
and  would  return  now  where  they 
knew  where  to  strike. 

Air  Minister  Sir  Archibald  Sin¬ 
clair  in  a  speech  reporting  the 
raid  on  Paris  said:  “We  must 
Hake  Germany  by  the  throat  and 
shake  the  strength  out  of  her,  We 
must  start  not  in  1944,  not  in 
1943;  but  in  1942. 

On,  the  Eastern  front  the  Unit¬ 
ed  forces  in  Java  have  been  forc¬ 
ed  to  yield  territory  to  Japan’s 
invasion  hordes.  The  danger 
has  now  become  so  acute  that  N. 
E.  I.  headquarters  have  announc¬ 
ed  the  major  part  of  a  scorched 
earth  defense  policy  had  already 
been  carrier  out.  Again  the 
traglo  story  of  Allied  numerical 
inferiority— in  planes,  ships  and 
men— emerges  from  the  struggle 
for  this  last  United  Nations 
Stronghold  in  the  Indies,

almost  simultaneous  attacks

liable  to  a  labor  draft,  on  army 
terms  and  at  army  pay,  as  the 
Commonwealth  enforced  drastic 
new  measures  to  grid  an  invasion 
thrust  believed  not  to  be  far  dist¬ 
ant. 

The  transfer  of  General  Sir 
Archibald  Wavell  from  the  south¬ 
western  Pacific  back  to  India 
supported  dispatches  suggesting 
that  India  and  the  Near  East¬ 
ern  regions  might  soon  become 
crucial  war  sectors. 

A  glimpse  at  the  situation  on 
the  Russian  front  is  more  en¬ 
couraging,  for  massed  Russian  at¬ 
tacks  “on  a  scale  not  hitherto 
reached  in  the  war”  have  been 
reported  by  a  German  military 
spokesman,  while  Adolf  Hitler’s 
field  headquarters  acknowledged 
that  the  Red  armies  were  un¬ 
leaching  powerful  new  assaults 
along  the  entire  1,200-mile  front. 
The  Soviet  Information  Bureau 
oald  the  Germans  abandoned 
more  than  seven  hundred  dead 
in  nine  fortified  villages  recap¬ 
tured  on  a  Southern  sector.  The 
German  air  force  was  reported  to 
have  lost  238  planes  in  the  air 
cr  on  the  ground  from  February 
20  to  28  while  Russian  losses  in 
the  same  period  were  62. 

A  wide  border  of  the  entire  U. 
6.  Pacific  coast  extending  95  to 
250  miles  inland  and  reaching 
along  the  Arizona-Mexico  border 
has  been  designated  by  the  Army 
as  Military  Area  No.  1  from  which 
enemy  aliens  and  Amerlcan- 
Japacese  may  be  excluded  or  their 
movements  restricted.  The  first 
evacuation  order  will  deal  with 
Japanese  aliens  and  American 
citizens  of  Japanese  descent  now 
In  certain  military  areas.  Ger¬ 
man  and  Italian  aliens  will  be 
evacuated  later  with  exceptions 
being  made  for  aged  Italians  and 
Germans  and  those  with  child¬ 
ren  in  American  armed  forces.

This  is  one  of  the  chief  tactics  of  Nazi  propaganda.  The 
Germans  have  clever  means  for  starting  rumors  to  under¬ 
mine  the  spirit  of  their  enemies. 

But  it  is  not  always  a  Nazi-paid  person  *vho  starts  this 
gossip.  Americans  are  prone  to  discuss  everything  from 
the  weather  to  the  war  over  the  back  fences  ahd  in  the 
school  rooms.  The  government  is  asking  that  the  citizens  of 
this  country  stop  and  think  before  they  pass  on  the  current 
news.  Newspaper  articles  may  be  interpreted  to  have  sev¬ 
eral  meanings  by  different  people.  These  articles  are  giv¬ 
en  to  the  public  on  the  faith  that  we  will  trust  the  judge¬ 
ment  of  the  government- 

It  is  not  imagined  that  every  detail  in  news  stories  is 
published.  For  this  reason  criticism  grows  among  the 
“thinkers”  as  they  would  call  themselves.  This  is  not  a 
time  to  find  fault  and  criticize  our  nation.  The  German  pap¬ 
er^  enlarge  our  minor  remarks  in  their  publications  to  show 
that  the  United  States  is  discontent.  Do  we  want  our  en-- 
emy  to  feel  that  we  are  not  behind  our  government? 

Beside  criticizing  our  internal  affairs,  we  are  often  forget, 
ful  enough  to  criticize  our  allies.

On  Town  Hall

sociation.  Housewives,  lawyers, 
bankers,  farmers  and  citizens  in 
every  other  walk  of  life  have  in¬ 
dicated  an  eagerness  that  the 
state’s  recent  educational  contro¬ 
versy  be  given  a  nation-wide  au¬ 
dience  through  Town  Hall. 

Equally  popular  among  those 
submitted  are  questions  concern¬ 
ing  the  war,  farm  problems,  and 
the  poll  tax,  Mr.  Brumby  revealed. 
Some  proposals  have  the  edge  of 
a  grinding  axe,  some  indicate 
only  an  academic  Interest,  others 
are  the  angry  voice  of  righteous 
indignation,  and  the  total  is  an 
expression  of  an  articular  democ¬ 
racy,  revealing  the  heart  and  mind 
of  Georgia. 

The  national  emergency  and  the 
post  war  era,  with  particular  em¬ 
phasis  upon  the  South’s  role,  are 
of  uppermost  concern  to  Geor¬ 
gians,  as  indicated  by  such  sug¬ 
gestions  as  “How  can  We  arouse 
the  complacent  U.  S.  to  the  real¬ 
ity  of  war?”  “Must  we  scrap  the 
New  Deal  in  order  to'  win  the 
war?”  “Are  we  threatened  by  fas¬ 
cism  from  within?”  “After  the 
war,  ‘Normalcy’  or  full  employ¬ 
ment?”  and  “How  can  We  create 
plenty  for  humanity  so  as  to  do 
away  with  greed  and  the  need  of 
war?” 

Federal  aid  to  education  and  the 
training  of  youth  to  meet  post¬ 
war  problems  were  suggested  by 
number  of  citizens.  Abolition  of 
the  poll  tax  was  urged  through 
such  questions  as  “la  the  poll  tax 
democratic?”  “We  are  free  think¬ 
ers,  why  not  free  voters?"  and 
“Why  pay  for  the  responsibility 
to  vote?” 

Classes  in  the  public  schools 
debated  proposed  topics  before 
sending  in  their  nominations. 
Among  suggestions  from  pupils 
were,  “How  maf  the  youth  of  1942 
prevent  another  war?”  “Mental, 
physical  and  emotional  adjust¬ 
ment  of  today’s  youth  after  the 
war,”  “Public  distrust  of  poli¬ 
ticians”  and  “Ways  to  remove 
causes  of  low  standards  of  living.’ 

Labor  drew  its  quota  of  sugges¬ 
tions,  such  as  “Labor’s  responsi¬ 
bility  to  the  war  effort,”  “Why 
should  not  the  small  businessmen, 
professional  men  and  farmers  be 
organized?”  and  “Should  labor  for 
war  production  be  drafted  if  neces¬ 
sary?” 

From  the  state’s  farmers  came 
questions  such  as  “Can  the  South 
expect  reduction  of  the  high  tar¬ 
iff  in  a  post  war  order?”  and  “Does 
agriculture  get  a  fair  share  of 
the  national  income?”  A  proposal 
that  socialized  medicine  be  dis¬ 
cussed  came  from  several  citi¬ 
zens.
